Urban  District  Council, 


GE^'TLE.^[E^^ 

The  Ai'lecdou  district  is  situated  in  West  Cumberland,  and 
is  about  four  miles  in  length  from  north  to  south,  and  two  and 
a half  miles  from  east  to  Avest.  The  soil  of  the  district  is  varied 
iu  character,  the  greater  portion  of  it,  perhaps,  being  of  a heavy 
clay,  while  other  portions  rejaresents  that  of  a heavy  loam  soil, 
and  some  places  even  of  a gravelly  nature.  Generally  the  land 
is  fertile,  birt  iu  Whillimoor  a large  portion  is  barren,  sterile, 
and  uncultivated. 

The  district  has  an  area  of  5,556  acres,  exclusive  of  that 
covered  bj’  water,  and  is  situated,  roughly  speaking,  fully  500 
feet  above  sea  level,  and  is  well  exposed  to  every  Avincl. 

The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  those  of  mining 
and  quarrying,  the  district  being  rich  iu  iron  ore  and  limestone. 
Coal  is  also  found,  but  at  j^i’esent  this  industry  is  not  carried  on 
to  any  great  extent. 

The  only  other  industry  worthy  of  mention  is  farming, 
which  is  extensively  carried  on,  many  of  the  farms  possessing 
grazing,  cropping,  and  land  suitable  (to  a limited  extent)  for 
sheep  stock.  An  excellent  supply  of  dairy  produce  and  mutton 
is,  therefore,  produced  in  our  district. 

The  locality  is  essentially  a healtliy  one,  there  being  always 
a good  supply  of  fresh  air  and  pure  Avater,  and  there  are  no  un- 
healthy trades  or  occupations  in  the  district. 

The  census  of  1911  gave  a population  of  5,184  inhabitants, 
being  a decrease  of  157  on  the  censtrs  of  1901.  The  number  of 
inhabited  houses  is  1,052,  and  the  average  number  for  each 
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hmisfi  is  4'9^  so  that  the  housing  accommodation  is  fairly  satis- 
factory ; a few  good  workmen’s  houses,  however,  are  quite 
desirable.  Only  one  new  house  was  built  in  the  district  during 
the  year.  There  is  an  adequate  sufficiency  of  open  space  about 
the  houses,  and  as  a rule  cleanliness  is  well  observed. 

Our  water  supply  is  derived  from  springs  in  the  Cogra 
Valley,  situated  among  the  Cumberland  fells,  from  a region  un- 
cultivated and  uninhabited.  The  water  is  abundant  and  whole- 
some, and  is  well  adapted  for  domestic  purposes.  The  supply  is 
a constant  one  ; and  as  there  are  no  inhabited  houses  above  the 
spi  ings  from  which  the  water  is  taken,  the  risk  of  any  conta- 
mination is  almost  nil. 

On  the  12th,  16th,  18th  and  25tliof  August,  Mr.  Aslihridge, 
our  surveyor,  and  myself  visited  and  inspected  the  cowsheds  and 
dairies  in  our  district,  and  a Special  Eeport  was  dul}'  submitted 
to  you. 

Nearly  all  of  our  recommendations  of  the  previous  year  have 
been  carried  out,  or  otherwise  tlie  defects  remedied  by  keeping 
fewer  cows  where  the  space  was  deficient.  One  cowshed  was 
abolished,  according  to  our  rerornmeudations. 

As  all  the  cows  in  the  district  are  turned  out  daily  for  graz- 
ing and  watering  purposes,  we  consider  400  cubic  feet  of  space 
2)er  cow  to  be  satisfactory,  provided  light,  ventilation,  drainage 
and  other  conditions  are  ^deasing. 

From  the  healthy  a^rjjearance  of  the  cows,  and  the  general 
health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district,  we  have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  in  an  02:)eu  district  like  ours  the  above  space  is 
sufficient. 

The  milk  su2:)2^1y  is  from  the  local  farmers  in  the  district, 
and  is  carried  directly,  in  suitable  utensils,  from  the  2:)roducer  to 
to  the  consumer,  and  an  abundant  and  wholesome  sup2)ly  is  thus 
obtained.  Our  infantile  death  rate  of  93‘9  per  1000  births  regis- 
tered indicates  that  our  milk  su2>ply  is  very  satisfactory  iudeed. 

There  are  no  milk  shears  in  the  district. 

On  the  4th  July  Mr.  Ashbridge  and  I visited  and  inspected 
the  slaughter  houses,  a rejrort  of  which  has  been  submitted  to 
you.  As  a rule  we  found  these  fairly  satisfactory,  although 


none  of  them  meet  the  reqiiiremeuts  of  the  Local  Goverument 
Board,  as  they  are  all  situated  too  near  dwelliu"'  houses,  and  oue 
of  them  much  too  uear  the  Maiu  Street.  Perhaps  the  explana- 
tion of  this  is  that  they  were  registered  before  the  present  recom- 
mendations of  the  Local  Government  Board  wore  suggested. 

All  the  slaughter  houses  are  well  lighted  and  ventilated, 
and  supplied  witli  cold  water,  v hile  the  drainage  in  all  cases 
slopes  to  gullies  placed  outside.  They  were  generally  clean  and 
well  kept,  and  lime-washing  has  been  attended  to. 


Except  slaughter  houses,  there  are  no  offensive  trades  in 
district. 

On  no  occasion  during  the  year  did  I receive  notice  to 
examine  any  diseased  carcase. 

The  sewerage  of  the  district  is  sitisfactory,  and  the  methods 
of  disposal  are  those  of  settling  tanks  lollowed  by  broad  irriga- 
tion, about  fifty  acres  of  land  being  used  for  this  jaurpose.  There 
are  about  nine  hundred  and  thirty  water  closets  in  the  district 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


There  are  about  forty-five  earth  closets,  the  refuse  and  ex- 
creta from  which  are  removed  by  the  Council’s  carts. 

There  are  neither  ashpits  nor  cesspools  in  the  district ; and 
we  have  no  pollution  of  streams  or  rivers. 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  by 
the  Urban  District  Council,  The  scavengers  visit  the  different 
]'arts  of  the  district  regularly  with  carts,  which  is  cart'  cl  away  to 
suitable  refuse  tips  some  distance  away  from  the  town. 


There  are  no  common  lodging;  houses  in  the  district. 

The  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  for  the 
examination  of  school  children  is — the  County  Medical  Offieer 
of  Health  is  the  School  Medical  Officer,  and  the  work  is  carried 
on  under  his  supervision  by  two  Assistants  and  a Nurse,  who 
report  on  a certain  number  of  children  annually,  and  who  (1 
understand)  distribute  cards  to  the  local  doctors  for  treating  the 
cases  found  faulty. 
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The  local  medical  men  are  evidently  expected  to  treat  those 
cases  gratis,  as  no  provision  is  made  for  payment  of  such  under 
the  Act. 


The  cen.sus  of  1911  gave  a iiopnlation  of  5,184,  as  already 
stated,  and  during  the  year  one  himdred  and  eighty-one  births 
were  registered  in  the  district,  which  represents  a birth-rate  of 
34'91  per  thousand  of  the  population,  which  is  6 64  above  the 
rate  of  last  year. 


The  total  number  of  children  born  during  the  year,  as 
already  stated,  was  one  hundred  and  eighty-one,  and  of  these 
sixty-two  were  in  the  Arlecdou  district  and  one  hundred  aud 
nineteen  in  Priziugton.  Of  the  sixty-two  in  Arlecdou  thirty-five 
were  males  and  twenty-seven  females.  Of  the  one  hundred  and 
nineteen  in  Frizingfcou  fifty-eight  were  males  and  sixty-one 
females. 


Fifty-five  of  the  children  born  in  Arlecdou  were  legitimate 
and  seven  illegitimate.  Of  the  one  hundred  and  nineteen  in 
Friziugton  one  hundred  and  twelve  were  legitimate  aud  seven 
illegitimate. 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during  the 
year  was  sixty-one,  but  three  deaths  occurred  iu  the  Whitehaven 
Infirmai'y,  two  in  the  Union  Infirmary,  Whitehaven  ; and  one 
in  the  Parish  of  Lamplugh,  so  that  the  total  number  of  deaths 
belonging  to  the  district  is  sixty -seven.  This  gives  a death-rate 
of  1 2 92  per  thousand  per  annum  of  the  population,  which  is 
5 Ad  under  the  death-rate  of  last  year. 


Seventeen  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  were 
registered  during  the  year,  giving  an  infantile  death-rate  of  3'2, 
which  is  1'2  below  the  rate  of  last  year.  The  number  of  births 
registered  during"  the  year  was  one  hundred  and  eighty-one. 
This  gives  the  infant  death-rate  per  thousand  births  registered 
of  93'9,  which  is  G2-1  below  the  rate  of  last  year. 


In  addition  to  these  seventeen  deatlis  of  children  under  one 
year  of  age,  four  deaths  of  children  occurred  between  the  ages  of 
one  aud  five  years,  making  a total  of  twenty-one  deaths  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age,  equivalent  to  a death-rate  of  4‘ 
of  the  jiopnlation. 


Piiring  the  rear  two  deaths  occurred  from  zymotic  diseases, 
viz.,  one  from  diphtheria  and  one  from  erysipelas,  giving  a 
zymotic  death-rate  of  -38. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Notification  Act  was  forty-five,  thirty  were  due  to  scarlet  fever, 
eight  to  erysipelas,  five  to  diphtheria,  and  two  to  puerperal  fever. 
Of  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  fourteen  were  in  Arlecdou  and 
AVhillimoor  and  sixteen  in  Frizington.  Five  of  the  cases  of 
erysipelas  were  in  Arlecdon  and  AVhillimoor  and  three  in  Friz- 
iiigton.  One  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  Arlecdon  and  Whilli- 
moor  and  four  in  Frizington  ; and  both  the  cases  of  puerperal 
fever  occurred  in  Frizington 

Five  of  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to  Galemire 
Isolation  Hosjntal  for  treatment,  as  they  could  not  be  properly 
isolated  and  tended  at  home.  ^11  the  other  cases  notified  were 
treated  at  their  own  homes,  with  the  usual  disinfecting  and  sani- 
tary precautions  taken. 

In  all  cases  of  diseases  notified  the  infected  houses  and  sur- 
soundings  were  visited  and  inspected,  disinfectants  supplied,  and 
any  nuisance  or  unsatisfactory  condition  remedied  ; and  upon 
the  cessation  of  the  disease,  or  the  removal  of  the  case  to  the  iso- 
lation hosjrital,  had  the  houses  projterly  disinfected. 

Tlie  number  of  deaths  registered  from  pidmonary  tubercu- 
losis was  three,  making  a death-rate  of  ’57,  which  is  a decrease 
r)f  -39  on  the  previous  year. 

Two  deaths  were  registered  from  tuberculous  meningitis 
and  one  under  the  head  of  “ Other  tubercular  diseases,”  so  tliat 
the  total  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculous  diseases  is  six, 
which  is  the  same  number  as  last  year  and  equal  to  a death-iate 
of  11. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  and  other  malignant 
diseases  was  seven,  tvhich  is  equal  to  a death-rate  of  1‘3,  which 
is  '92  above  the  death-rate  of  the  preceding  year. 

Eighteen  deaths  were  registered  of  people  over  sixty-five 
years  of  age,  giving  a senile  death-rate  of  3'4. 

The  chief  causes  of  deaths  among  infants  were — from  debi- 
lity, marasmits,  atropliy,  including  congenital  malformations  and 
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premature  birth,  eight ; bronclio-pneumonic,  three  ; diarrhoea 
and  enteritis,  two  ; bronchitis,  one  ; and  otlier  causes,  three. 


No  cases  were  notified  under  the  Public  Health  Tubercu- 
losis Eegulatioiis. 

The  Notification  of  Birtlis  Act  lias  not  been  adoj^ted,  and 
there  is  no  Health  Visitor  iu  the  district. 

There  is  no  hospital  accommodation  for  tiibercidous  patients, 
neither  in  the  district  nor  vicinity,  a remaik  which  equally 
applies  to  sanatoriuius. 

Practically  theie  is  no  small-pox  hospital  for  the  district. 
A wooden  building  was  erected  a cousiderable  number  of  years 
ago  at  Galemire,  but  as  this  is  in  close  pi-oximity  to  the  Is  ilatiou 
Hospital  for  ordiuary  infections  di-eases,  it  could  not  be  used  for 
small-pox,  unless  all  the  patients  were  previously  removed. 

Coufideriug  the  laxity  of  the  Vaccination  Laws,  however,  it 
M’oiild  ajipear  that  the  Govei  umeut  are  not  afraid  of  au  epidemic 
of  small-pox — a lethargic  condition  from  which  some  day  they 
may  get  a rude  awakening. 

The  administration  of  the  Mid  wives’  Act  is  carried  out  by 
the  County  Council,  and  until  last  year  the  local  Medical  Uffi'’ei- 
of  Health  wuis  the  Supervising  (tfliier.  Ituring  last  year,  liow- 
ever,  the  County  Council  transferred  the  duties  to  the  County 
Medical  Ctficer,  wlio  apjiarently  carries  out  tlie  duties  with  the 
assistance  of  a Niiise.  'I’his  midonbiedly  was  a leirograde 
change,  as  so  long  as  the  local  Medical  Officers  of  Healtli  were 
the  Supervising  Officers  they,  when  (billed  upon  by  the  midwives 
to  assist  in  difficult  cases,  felt  morally  bound  to  do  so,  althougli 
there  was  no  direct  remuneration  for  these  .'■erviees.  It  is  surely 
perfectly  evident  that  such  as.sistance  cannot  possibly  be  given 
by  the  Ci  unty  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  nurse,  or  staff 
of  nurses,  and  when  considering  that  ah  such  cases  a;e  urgent 
and  emergent,  the  lying-in  women  « ho  de[)end  on  a midwife  for 
attendance  are  iu  a jiitiable  plight  indeed. 

I regret  that  no  work  has  been  done  under  the  Housing  and 
Town  Planning  Act.  In  August  I poiute  1 out  to  you  the  neces- 
sity of  appointing  an  Inspector  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  under  my  su[iervisiou,  but  until  the  present,  sn  fai  as  I am 
aware,  no  one  lias  been  appointed. 
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I desire  araiu  to  state  to  yon  that  it  is  compulsory  under  the 
Act  to  make  such  an  appointment,  as  I cannot  possibly  be  ex- 
pected to  do  all  the  visiting  and  inspecting-  necessary.  I trust 
the  Council  vill  attend  to  this  without  delay,  as  it  is  now  a con- 
siderable time  since  the  Act  was  in  force,  and  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  will  be  complaining-. 

I am  g-lad  to  remark  that  the  health  of  the  district  is  satis- 
factory. A birth-rate  of  nearly  35  per  thousand  per  annum  and 
a death-rate  of  12-92  are  surely  desirable  figures.

I have  pleasure  to  lay  before  you  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Twenty-eighth  Annual  Report,  which  gives  you  a summary 
of  the  work  done  under  your  Authority  for  the  year  ending 
December,  191 1 , 

During  the  past  year  nearly  all  the  properties  within  the 
lighti  ng  area  of  Arlecdon  and  Frizington  have  had  Gas  Instal- 
lations put  in,  and  all  the  streets,  and  certain  main  and 
district  roads,  have  been  lighted  by  means  of  coal  gas,  with 
improved  methods  of  Incandescent  lighting.  This  is  most 
certainly  a great  improvement  over  the  old  and  primitive 
method  of  Paraffin  Oil  li  ghting. 

No  other  works  of  importance  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  year.
